subsidy w hich Congress voted to the 
Texas Pacific som e years ago, will be 
almost a t once accepted by Congress. 
It is alto geth er probable th a t the 
S co tt p a rty will do all in th e ir power 
to prevent the acceptance of th e Sou th­ 
ern Pacific C om pany’s proposition, b u t 
as th ey can offer no reason for their 
opposition beyond a desire to secure 
the franchise them selves, th eir influ­ 
ence will scarcely be felt. 
H ad S c o t t 
and bis associates been willing to con­ 
struct the road for the same consider­ 
ation proposed by the Southern Paci­ 
fic C om pany 
the road would have 
been in operation now and the w ealth 
and population of Southern California 
more th a n double w hat it is at present. 
But they refused the term s and allow ­ 
ed the contract to expire by lim itation 
while they were lobbying to secure 
the G ov ern m en t credit to th e extent 
of $33,000 per m ile on the road.

they 
will now come iu and insist th at the 
nation shall become responsible fo rtb e 
interest ou $33,000 per mile on a road 
that the Southern Pacific stands ready 
to build of the alternate sections of sand 
desert and m ou ntain crag. A m ajority 
of Congress m ay he induced to refuse 
the offer of the Southern Pacific, but 
if it does, it will not dare to vote $300,­ 
000,000 of the people's m oney into th e 
pockets of the T om S cott party . 


Tearful Sympathy. 


W e cannot endorse the appeals of 
the Repress to th e people of th is city 
and county to stand betw een Senator 
J o n eh and tiie Southern Pacific R ail­ 
road Com pany. 
Nor do we believe 
that the com plaint of the ruinous re­ 
duction of the rates of freights and 
fares by the latter company will com­ 
m and a g re a t am o u n t of attention 
from the people. 
F u rth e r th an this 
we do not believe th a t Senator J o n e s 
either asks or will receive from the 
people the tearful sym pathy which our 
cotem porary is eudeavoring to work 
up for him . T h e owners of the Los 
Angeles and S a n ta M onica Railroad 
are m en of business accustomed to 
m ake or lose as th eirju d g em en t proves 
good or bad. 
They carefully e x a m in ­ 
ed tiie ground before they invested in 
the S a n ta M onica Railroad enterprise. 
They knew the character and extent 
of the opposition witli which they 
would l»e compelled to contend. They 
knew the resources of the country and 
carefully estim ated the 
a m o u n t of 
patronage w hich they h a d reason to 
believe would fall 
to their share. 
They weighed th e cost and estim ated 
the probable profits and decided to in­ 
vest their m oney. 
They followed the 
dictates of th eir own judgem ent. 
The 
road is in operation aud besides be­ 
ing one of g reat value to Los Angeles 
city aud valley it will, we understand, 
net its ow ners $1,500 over cu rrent ex­ 
penses on the first m onth of its opera­ 
tion. 
This 
does 
not 
appear 
to 
be a case 
for 
slobbery sym pathy. 
J o n e s and associates seem to l»e m a k ­ 
ing m oney w hile struggling w ith the 
‘•cutthroat com petition” of theB o uth- 
ern Pacific. 
They did not expect, as 
the Erpress seems to require, th a t the 
people would a t once w ith d raw all 
th e ir patronage from the S ou thern P a­ 
cific and bestow it ou tne S a n ta M oni­ 
ca road. T h ey were aw are of th e Cal­ 
iforn ia ch aracteristic to shout for the 


opposition and ride ou the old line aud 
they fully understood th a t to secure 
patronage they m u st earn it. 
T he 
Southern Pacific, J o n e s and associates 
an 1 th e people are all looking out for 
their ow n interests. 
E ach railroad 
com pany is doing the best it can to se­ 
cure patronage, and tin? people will 
ship and ride over tiie road th a t will 
cost th em th e least. 
The threat, that 
if we do not stand by J o n e s lie 
will 
sell ou t and up will go the rates, lias 
no terrors. 
I f we w ith draw all su p­ 
port from th e W ilm in g to n road the 
com pany will no longer operate it and 
then the S a n ta Monica road will hoist 
the rates. 
W e w ant all th e the rail­ 
roads we can get and we will have nil 
railroads the business of th e county 
will support—uo more nor uo less. 
It 
is probably tru e th a t the W ilm in g to n 
road is cutting the th roat of the S an ta 
Monica road, and it is also true that 
the S a n ta Monica road is th ru stin g a 
long sh arp knife into the stom ach of 
its antagonist. 
It is a contest the peo­ 
ple did not incite and w hich they can­ 
not prevent. 
W hen the giants have 
belabored each other until they are 
satisfied they will try som e other 
scheme for m ak in g m oney—sell out or 
agree upon a rem unerative scale of 
of freights and fares. 


LOS ANGELES. 


How Los Angeles Looks to a Stranger Visiting 


from the East with the view ot 


Settling with his Family. 


Though not laid out with taste or regulari­ 
ty, the location, surroundings, delightful at­ 
mosphere, and lovely settlements dotted 
along the streets und throughout the Valley 
of Los Angeles, ure truly captivating; a n d a 
stranger is inclined to accept it as the “ tie 
plus ultra” of habitation for a family. Noth­ 
ing can he more Inviting to one who has been 
raised and lived long in the rough, irregular 
climate anywhere east of the mountains, 
and as he contemplates the beautiful scene­ 
ry, and dwells on the cheering prospect, bis 
admiration increases until he feels like ex­ 
claiming “ E u re k a ! E u re k a !” Hut after re­ 
maining long enough to become familiur with 
all the localities of the town; the very few 
crossings from street to street; those streets 
or crossings so occupied from morning till 
night with crowds of rapid running vehicles, 
throwing up clouds of dust; the terrible odor 
arising troin innum erable cesspools which 
cannot be drained or washed off, und Pontine 
marshes skirting all along down the uncoil- 
flned bed of the bordering river, and see uo 
prospect of Improvement; he may still ex­ 
claim “ E ureka !” (I have found)—not “ Par­ 
adise Regained’” but “ Paradise Lost.” The 
longer he stays here, the more he will become 
convinced th at the city authorities do not 
know and are not llkly to learn how to reme­ 
dy these evils; and m any such visitors wend 
their way back to their inclement homes, or 
some other locality where heultli and happi­ 
ness are more in prospect. 
Ju st twenty-three years ago, such, and even 
worse, was the condition of a city ilhen lit­ 
tle more than a village) which now ranks 
third among the great cities of America. Its 
streets were badly laid out, Its typography 
dotted all over with foul lakes and filthy 
ponds, with a sluggish, swampy creek run­ 
ning nearly around the city, breeding a n ­ 
nual sickness ami death. The people had 
gone on 
electing to their 
Councils pop­ 
ular men who were 
“ penny 
wise und 
pound foolish,” till Doctors grew rich aud fa­ 
mous am ong them , and undertakers good 
caste to society. Hoch was the condition of 
St. Louis in 1853. 
But when that Irresistible 
m an, Luther M. Kennett, opened the veins 
ol the city government, streets were opened 
and swipped through blocks wherever their 
natural .course was interrupted ; it perfect 
system of sewerage was organized und vigor­ 
ously executed ;the lakes und bonds began to 
disappear by dirt furnished from the opera­ 
tions of good engineering; the great project 
ol building Mill Creek sewer was com­ 
menced, by which a large area of territory 
was rcalainied; a railroad policy ol unusual 
liberality was Inaugurated; experts- were 
sent abroad to gather Information in relation 
to all mullets involving protection and de­ 
velopm ent of the city; and soon >lie wide­ 
spread fame of St. Louis for health, comfort, 
and educational and business facilities began 
to attract emigrants by thousands from every 
State of tlte Union and every quarter ol the 
civilized w orld;and St. Louis wt>s at once a 
great city, claim ing soon to rival or outstrip 
the great metropolis of America. 
If the present enterprising Mayor of Isis 
Angeles should turn liis energy that way, or 
if such a genius as Luther M.Kennett should 
rise up among us to shape and urge on a lib­ 
eral policy of city improvement, the natural 
advantages of Los Angeles would enable It to 
attract such a number of thrifty and enter­ 
prising inhabitants,that a period of five years 
would .m ake it tiie rival ol San Francisco. 
But, whutever projects for linpiovements 
may be adopted, their success will be crip­ 
pled by the material causes of disease, which 
will continue to rise from that large border of 
shaded, dam p, decomposing soil on the river 
to poison Ibe people; for the town must be­ 
come more and more sickly as tlie mass of 
population increases. W hy not cut a straight 
ditch or canal deep and wide enough to afford 
sufficient earth to form un em bankm ent so 
high that the Winter freshets cannot pass 
over, and far enough from the mesa border 
on the east to allow the largest vtduino of 
water to pass between? 
It would lie easy to 
plant it in grass or shrubs to grow and render 
It perm anent. And in view of the impossi­ 
bility of running out the sewerage of the city 
if it ever grows to be any larger, to a place 
where the decomposition will net be danger­ 
ous to tiie pepuiation and ruinous to land 
holders in the vicinity, a bold and adequate 
policy would suggest the easy practicability 
of extending It to the sea.
